One of the most important bills 


introduced in the Legislature thus 
-far;'was presented by Representative 
_JSfdman, a Democrat from Lehigh 


County. 
It provides that no assis- 


-tance shall be given a voter except 
because of physical disability, which 
shali be construed to mean disabil- 
ity arising from blindness or such a 
-degree of blindness as prevents the 
-voter from distinguishing the names 
-printed upon the ballots, or the loss 
of both hands or such total inability 
to' use both hands as incapacitates 
the voters from making a mark, or 
such other physical condition as ren- 
ders it impossible for him to enter 
the voting compartment without as- 
sistance 
Illiteracy br inability to 


read or understand the ballot shall 


be construed as "physical disab- 


giity." 
" This will be a tremendous step in 
the -direction of preventing the ballot 
now so common in most sections of 
the State, but especially in Philadel- 
phia and the coal and iron regions 
The 
Republican legislatures 
have 


atedfastly refused to enact this legis- 
lature for the general election, altho 
it is a part of the primary law. It is 
the one instrument by which, for in- 
stance, the colored voter can be safe- 
ly coerced and accounted for each 
year. There are approximately 75,- 
000 Republican voters in Pennsylvan- 
ia and it provides more of the Repub- 
lican majortiy than, any other factor. 
Then the mine boss with his grip on 
the foreigner laborer at the orders of 
the mining corporations can always 
vote them for the Republican ticket 
and the result is big majorities for 
the G. O. P. in practically every coal 
county. 


Speaking of coal counties, no State 


in the Union has more of them or 
more valuable deposits, but in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature the welfare 
of this highly important industry is 
entrusted to Committees that ure an 
insult to toe intelligence of our min 


ing population. In last weeks letter 
attention was called to the appoint- 
ment 
of A. B. Hess of 
Lancaster 


County, as Chairman of the House 
Committee on Mines and Mining. 
The press of the State commented on 
this so strongly that Chairman Hess 
has resigned the job, giving as his 
reason the 
fact that he has "no 


knowledge of subterranean passages, 
either physical or political," And 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr Pless served all of the 1915 ses- 
sion as Chairman of the same com- 
mittee. 
But the newspapers were 


not paying much attention to commit- 
tees two years ago as they were so 
busy then with Governor Brumbaugh 
bluff for local option to let a little 
thing like fairness to the mining pop- 
ulation get in on the political page.

to corn or other wide-row crops in the 
spring, the worms are deprived of their 
natural food and afe-compelled to at- 
tack the newly-planted crop.

continue to consume an enormous 
amount of food until they have at- 
tained their full growth, and change 
to the pupal or resting stage in late 
June or early July.

ATTENTION TO COLTS FEET 


Uneven Growth \frill Often Result in 


Misshappen Joints and Bones—- 


Use Rasp and Nippers. 


The colt's feet require attention. An 


uneven growth of the feet at this pe- 
riod will often result in mishapen 
bones and joints that will prove to be 
permanent injuries. If "the colt will 
let you handle him at all it is easy to 
keep the feet correctly proportioned 
with nippers and a rasp; practice and 
observation will soon enable a man 
who has fair judgment to determine 
what trimming the feet of each colt 
need. 


As a general rule the feet should 


be examined every six or eight weeks. 
If the colt's owner can't look after 
this matter himself he should obtain 
the services of someone who can, for 
it may mean the difference of fifty 
or one hundred dollars in the value of 
the animal later in life. 


CHARCOAL GOOD FOR CHICKS 


Given to Poultry as Corrective, Not 


as Food, Says Expert of Kan- 


sas State College. 


Charcoal Is given to poultry as a 


corrective, and not as a food, asserts 
R. M. Sherwood, acting head of the 
department of poultry husbandry in 
the Kansas State Agricultural college. 


"In case of improper feeding it is; 


well to give charcoal to absorb intes- 
tinal gases," said Mr. Sherwood. "It 
is generally fed to growing chicks 
only, because of its high cost. 


"When there is a supply of cobs on 


the farm, charcoal can be made from 
them, and this would be cheap enough 
to warrant feeding It to hens as well 
as chicks."

Railroad System, both Bast and West 
of'Pittsburgh," which have just been 
complied, show that during the year 
the sum of $3,383,947, was paid in 
benefits to employes of the Company 
or to their families. Since these De- 
partments 
were 
established, 
the 


amount paid out in benefits has 
reached a total of .$47,696,439. 


On the Lines East of Pittsburgh 


and Erie, payments to the amount 
of $2,390,612, were made by the Re- 
lief fund during 1916. 
Of this sum 


$760,346, was paid in benefits to the 
families of members who had died, 
and $1,464,453, to members incapa- 
citated for work. In the form of ex- 
tra allowances to pensioned employes 
of the Company who were members 
of the Relief Fund at the time of 
their retirement, $165,813, was paid. 
These payments are known as 'Sup- 
erannuation allowances." The totla

ARE PROSECUTED 


Setting forest fires in Pennsylvan- 


ia is no longer the pleasant pastime? 
it used to be. Since the legislature 
of 1915 put teeth into the forest fire 
law and provided for the establish- 
ment of a bureau of forest protec- 
tion within tbe Department of For- 
estry, more prosecutions and investi- 
gations in connection with forest 
fires hare been started than in all 
the previous years since the creation 
of the Department 


In all, thirty-six cases have been 


referred to the Attorney General's 
Department by She Commissioner of 
Forestry during tho past year. Legal 
action was autnorized in nineteen of 
these cases. 
Four convictions have 


been secured to date, thirteen cases 
are still pending, and there have 
been but two aoawittals 
In several 


additional case:- criminal action was 
not directed by the Attprney General 
because of thf extreme poverty of 
the defendants and the absence of 
evidence of cumiaal intent in setting" 
forest fires.
